SRO 248 — Whereas the Air Officer-in-churge Administration, Indian Air 
Force, acting In the administration of the Fund mentioned above has applied lor 
certain modification in the Scheme for the administration of the said Fund; 

It is hereby notified that the Central Government, in exercise ol the powers 
conferred by Sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 
1890) and upon the application as aforesaid and with the concurrence of the 
said Air Officer-in-Cha-ge Administration doth hereby order and direct that the 
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following amendment be made in the Scheme published with the notification o i 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 295, dated the 
17th October IK. in Pail II, Section 4, of the Gazette of India, dated the 24th 
October 1959, namely:— 


In the said Scheme, in paragraph 4, for the letters and figures “Rs. 15”, th« 
letters and figures “Rs. Hi” shall be substituted. 

This notification shall be deemed to have taken effect on the 1st October, 1964 
and shall remain In force for a period of live years from that date.

S.R.O. 249 In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 

of the Constitution and in supersession of General Staff Branch, Army Head- 
quarters Class I and Class II (Gazetted) and Class II (Non-Gazetted) Non-minis- 
terlal posts Recruitment Rules, 1960, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating the recruitment to the Class I and Class II (Gazetted) and Class 
II (Non-Gazetted) Non-minister il posts in General Staff Branch, Army Head- 
quarters in the Ministry of Defence, namely:— 


1. Short title and commencement — (i) These rules mav be called the General 
Staff Branch. Army Headquarters CJas: I and Class II (Gazetted) and Class II 
(Non Gazetted) non-minlsterial posts Recruitment Rules, 1968. 


(ii) They will come into force on tl «■ date of their publication in the official 
Gazette- 

2 Application —These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column l of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scales of pay — The number of posts, their classi- 
fication and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified In columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


Provided the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule for 
direct recruitment may be ’elaxed in (he case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons In 
accordance with the general orders of the Central Government issued from time 
to time. 


5 Disqualifications — (a) Nn oerson who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case m which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such mat riage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any 
of the said posts: 


Provided that the Centro] Government may, If satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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6 . Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of the opinion that, it 
is necessary or expedient to do so. it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these mles with respect to any class or category of per- 
sons/posts-
